“A bond of $1,000 being required—if guilty of the 
chargo the least fine is 4560—thie parties failed w get 
it filled, though appealing all day to various persons. 
Tt was a little too high-handed and dangerous for any- 
one else to fool with in a peouniary way," 

Yes, “a little too high-handed ` and” dangerous for 
anyone clise to fool with in a pecuniary way!” Shades 
ot Adams, IIancock and Jefferson! “If we had been 
arrested on a charge of murder we might have got bail, 
but no onethoughtitsafe togoon the bond ofa man 
and woman charged with the “high-handed” crime of 
quietly attending to their own business in their own 
way, molesting no one; not even asking advice or help 
from man, woman, god or devil! 


Mr. Gardiner of the Register would make the im- 
pression that we tried hard to get bail-—“appenling 
all day to various persons.”

The complaining witness in this case does not allege 
that any injury was done or intended toward any per- 
son.

When interrogated as to his object in 
bringing suit, he said it was to save us from becoming 
the victims of personal violence, and because lie 
thought the laws ought to be enforced or obeyed. It 
was not because he had ever been injured by us in any 
way whatever. 


Mr, Van Meter calls this doctrine--the doctrine of 
Voluntaryisim in marriuge,—a “vicious” one. How “vi 
cious?” Js there anything to show that this agree- 
ment was for any immoral purpose? Certainly not. 
But suppose, on the other hand, Villian Harman had 
made a public promise, u solenn vow—in the nature of 
an oath, as it is commonly considered—ihnat she would 
‘dove, honorandobey” Mr. Walker “so long ns they 
both should live’—tris promise we maintain would 
have been a highly immonral obligation. It would have 
been simply binding herself fo commit or consent to 
a possible, if not probable, immoral act—the act of 
prostituting her person in the sex-relation with an un- 
loving or unlovable husband. “To loveandto honor” 
are involuntary mental emotions, not acts; we cannot 
love and honor that which is no longer lovable or 
honorable in our eyes, But “to obey,” in the sex- 
relation, is a voluntary act, Hence the woman who 
submits to live in intimate sex-relations with a man 
she does not love, is simply putting herself on a level 
with the woman who sells herself for a night for 
money orfor any other consideration, She submits to 
an outragein the most important departaient of her 
being as woman, viz: her sexhood, her motherhood— 
thus entailing incalculable injury upon her offspring 
ns well as upon herself. 


Again; the man who takes advantage of woman's 
helplessness nuder the Jaw, fo exact from her obedience 
in this sexerelation when he knows that the onty 
CONDITION that ean justify such associutions (mutual 
love) no longer exist betwent the parties—this man 
commits an immoral, if not criminal act. 

Hence we say to the New Ern min, while we can 
easily prove that autonomistic marriage is virtuous in 
its nature and consequences, we defy him to prove that 
tho ordinary legalized marriage is not “vicious” or even 
criminal ia its possible if not probable consequences.

Upat Valley Falls they do somo queer things. ‘Iho latest 
rows items we have from that town tell us that on last Sun- 
day a Mr. Walker, one of the proprietors of Lucifer, u man 
about 38 years old,who has a wits und several little Walkers, 
was married by contract to his partner's daughter—a Miss 
Hurman, ugod 16 yours, no magistrate, nor no minister of the 
Gospel oflicinting, it was done by contract, no liceuse reqnic- 
ed. Tho parties were arrested Monday morning for living 
illegally together ns man and wife and held in $1000 bonds. 
Dont know what will be the outcome of the affair, Valley 
Falls is a queer city, as we said before. The parties were 
simply practicing what they preach in their Lucifer, In any 
other town almost, public sentiment would be so strong 
against tho outfit, the Lucifer would suddenly cease publica- 
tion and the Walker-Harman crowd would evacuate the city. 

LATEH--Tho two people mentioned above, autonomista, 
were taken to the county jail. They could not get bail We 
hope they will get tho full extent of the law—three months 
in jail or $1000 fine, We have a copy of the Lucifer bofore 
us, printed since the arrest, it is a fearfully domoralizing 
sheet, we have never scen anything like it before, and ita pub- 
heation should be surpressect. 

The above is from the Argus published in tho 
neighboring town of Winchester, Mr. A, W. Robin- 
son, its editor, and presumably the writer of the tore. 
going, was for somu years employed in the office from 
which our paper was issued, and did the mechanical 
work thereon. Mr, R, has never been mistreated by 
us in any way. Our business relations with him have 
always been pleasant. Why then should we he sub- 
jected to this tirade of misrepresentation and abuse? 

The explanation is not hard to find, It is this: 
Mr. Robinson edits a local county paper—in other 
words, a society paper. Col, Ingersoll is credited with 
the saying that a “lawyer isa kind of intellectual 
strumpet!?? If this is true of the lawyer, how much 
more does it apply to the editor of a local, society pa- 
per. Ife dare not own himself—he dare not Ve in- 
tellectually honest, and hope for financial and social 
success, Ilis first question, always, is, what does so- 
ciety think about ıt? what does ‘society want?

Tha attorney, In A. Myers, to his credit be it 
said, is reported to have replied, “Well, gentlemen, if 
you propose to suppress free discussion in Kansas you 
will probably find that you have a big job on your 
hands.”

Will they give us 
their reasons for so believing? 

No, they will not condescend to reason with us.

pastor of Dr, Cowan’s church, they prefer to burn all 
the copies of Lyciver they can get hands on.

men and papera didnt stop discussion, as witness the 
killing of Lovejoy at Alton, HL, and the destruction of 
his printing outfit, ‘That attempt at suppression was a 
decided success, só far as the man and the paper were 
concerned, but a most decided failure as to its eeneral 
aim or object.

Yor years a great battle raged on Kan- 
sas soil, Should that soil be free or 
alare, that was the issue. Men talked, 
men wrote, men voted, men fought.

Tho decision 
was that Kansns should be n Free State 
It waz a victory for tho right. Then the 
battle shifted to n wider feld and upon 
that plam of national conflict the bid- 
eons form of chattel slavery lay with the 
death rattle in its throat. But Liberty 
had notyet come inal! her radiant glory. 
She had given ns but one glimpse of jher 
face, then she vanished into the night of 
Centralization and Paternalism. Since 
the close of the great ciyil struggle of 
60-65, our people have been gradually 
and surely losing sight of the fundamon. 
tal principles of Human Association, 
Onco our greatest statesmen did not hess 
itato to say that tho protection of the in- 
rights of the individual eitizen was tho 
firat nnd paramount duty of government, 
Now such a doctrineistho rankest heresy, 
Thedomination of theindividual by tho 
majority ia held by the American politi- 
cian and pegple as the first and chief if 
notthe only function of government. 

$ Thisis the Orthodoxy of tho day, And 
the application of this principle by the 
peace officersof Delawnro township, Jef- 
ferson county Kansag, explains why Iam 
here, within these walls of stone, behind 
theee bars of iron. For, should Justice 
remoyo that immemorial baudago from 
her eyes, do you suppose that she would 
Bay that I am justly imprisoned? What 
have Pdone that E must be taken away 
from my business, taken from the cling- 
ingarms of my aged mother, of my 
young companion? Whom have I mur- 
dered or maimed, or elandered, or do- 
frauded? From whom hayo stolen, 
whose rights have I invaded? If the 
complainiug witness, if tho officers of 
Delaware township, if the citizens of 
Valley Falls, cannot in truth say that 
Ihave injured them, personally, or in 
their property rights, havo not deprived 
or sought to deprive them of their lib- 
erty, how, then, do thoy defend their 
action in imprisoning mehere? By what 
right baye they incarcerated mo; by 
what right havo they interfered with my 
business; by what right havethey caused 
infinite pain and aguny to those who loye 
ne? Isay distinctly that they who havo 
been instrumental in this have com- 
mitted nn act that 1s without justifica- 
tion or excuse; they have done that 
which atthe bar of natural justico is 
adjudged a crimo, and at that bar Iim- 
peach them as criminal invaders of my 
rights and the right of Lillian Harman. 

I dislike exceedingly to bring privato 
concerns iuto the glare of publicity. 
The “public” bas no business to come 
prying into my kitchen or my bedroom, 
And no privato citizen dare commit 
such an outrage. It is only the “law? 
tbat can sately bo guilty of this insul- 
ferable impertinence, But this persecu- 
tion forces mo to make cortain stato» 
ments tbat ourfriends over the country 
may understand the situation here. 

ln December, 1882, I entered into 
‘business relations with Mr. M. Harman, 
father of Lillian Harman, co-defendant 
in thissuit, I was here but little, my 
occupation as canvasser and lecturer 
kept mo on the road most of the time. 
But Lillian and I were friends from tho 
first, ‘That was our business, Gradu- 
ally that friendship deepened into love. 
That was our business. Last spring we 
formed a business partnership and be- 
came known ns the firm of “Walker & 
Harman,” dealers in Radical snd Liboral 
books, ete. That was our business, 
Last Sunnay, Sept. 19, we entered into 
social partnership, In all things, we 
hadthe full and freo consent of said 
Mr. Harman, Lillian Harman's natural 
guardian and the only person on this 
planet whom she was under any obliya- 
tions ta consult, 

Certainly, we know that the State ns- 
sumed the right to dictate to us that we 
should go through certain forms, and 

ay certain feos to some of its officials, 
Drt ns enid State is composed of judi- 
viduals like ourselves, and as no one of 
these individuale haa nuy right to lay 
down such rules, prescribe such forms or 
exact such fees, and as no individual can 
delegate rights not possessed primarily 
by himsolf, wo know that the State, in 
claiming the ripht to supervise our re- 
lations, waanothing but an usurper,and 
that wo were undor no obligation what- 
ever to obey this particular “law;" and 
as we should have gacrificz7d our selte 
respect had wo, by legally marrying, 
conformed to an unjnst and invasive 
statute, woquietly ignored it. And this 
js our offense, We hare injured no one, 
wo did not contemplate the injury of any 
one. We hase conducted our own busi- 
ness in our own way, and “Ho who nte 
tends properly to his own buainess will 
Jet that of his neighbor alone.” 

For the few days preceding last Satur- 
day sud Sunday, everything seemed to 
bo prospering favorably, But treachery 
was at work, and the knowledge of the 
contemplated union, confided only to the 
relatives, had reached outsiders. On 
Saturday wore heard the first mntter- 
ings of tho approaching stom, Of Ar, 
M. Weaver, of whom my mother bad, 
rented rooms fora year, I reuted another 
and the three were titted “p for the en- 
largod family. But on Saturday Mr. 
Weavercame tomein a panic and wanted 
toback out of his bargain in some way, 


(a month's rent bad been pnid in nd- 
vance). He claimed to have misunder- 
stood me when [ rented the room. I 
bed distinctly told him that neither 
eburch nor Jaw would have any pact in 
our union, Buthe now said that hedid 
not hear the “inaw” part. He enid that 
thero was going to be trouble, and hinted 
yaguely of a prosecution. As I did not 
care to waste any resources in holding 
him to his bargain, aud as I also regard- }} 
ed it as unautonomistic to forco onr- 
selves into his house against his wishos, 
I acceded to his request and gave up the 
room. About this time the complain- 
aut, W. T. Hiser, began to talk darkly to 
George Harman, his stop-brother, ubont 
“mobs " 

Oo Sunday afternoon this fellow 
Hiser was present and heard the 
statements made by Mr, Harman, Lillian, 
tnd myself, He remained thero that 
night, and early in the morniug went to 
town and swore out the complaint 
against us, As wo wore packing to take 
asphart trip to Kansas City, we did not 
get down to the oflico til somowhat la- 
tor. We had boeu at work but a fow 
minutes when we were arrested, as stated 
in tho last isauo of Lucifor. During the 
remainder of the day wo worked under 
guardin the office, except apart of the 
time whilo Lwas out with Mr. Harman 
trying tofind bondsmen, And right here 
we have n fine illustration of humanu 
gratitude and courage. When Mr, 8. P, 
Putnam, Secretary of the “Americau 
Secular Union,” Jecturedin Valloy Falla 
the latter pnrt of Angust, tho entire Lu» 
cifer band did all in thoir powor for him 
andtomake the mecting a success, ul- 
though none of us aro in affiliation with 
tho A. S8. U, and look uponit as covering 
a sery small part ot the field of reform 
andthat part by no means tho most im- 
portant. Mr, M, Harman was especially 
active, carryiug on tho correspondence, 
ete, eto, while Harman and Son did all 
tho printing of bills, ete. gratis, And 
behold thoreward we receive! Marvel 
at the gratitude exinbited! Admiro the 
sweet fratornity of the A. S. U, people! 
Not one of tbem will go upon uur bail 
bond, although thoro ars sevoral men of 
large moans among them, and one of 
thom is a rolative of Lillian Harman. 
They stand back in cowardly indifference 
and seo us taken to Oskuloosa, where,for 
allthey caro or will do to prevent ita 
puro and tender woman will bo thrust 
into the noisome crowded cell of the 
county jail. 

Monday night we were held under 
guard at tho Catarnct House in Valley 
Falls, ‘Tuosday morning we started for 
Oskaloosa. Wewero first driven ont to 
my mothor’s. Saying all wo could to 
comfort the trembling, weoping woman 
of seventy, who was compelled to seo 
her only, child taken away to prie- 
ouas n Criminal, simply because he had 
dared to love the brave little woman at his 
side, we at Iaat bade her good byo and went 
back to the office to got Mr. Harman, The 
little town was all ngog. In door-waye, at 
windows and yates, at tho street cornera and 
every olher coigu of vantage, men, women 
and children were congregated, staring for
